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Richard  H.  Keir,  member  of  the  Gorham  Board  of  Selectmen, 
died  December  20,  1960,  following  a  long  illness.  His  loss  is  keenly 
felt  by  his  many  friends  and  associates  in  Gorham  and  vicinity. 

A  native  of  Whitefield,  Mr.  Keir  had  made  his  home  in  Gorham 
for  the  past  15  years  where  he  operated  a  plumbing  and  heating 
company  with  offices  both  in  Gorham  and  Whitefield. 

For  several  years  he  was  chairman  of  the  Gorham  Recreation 
Committee,  and  during  the  past  year  he  received  a  national  award 
for  outstanding  work  in  this  capacity.  He  was  a  past  president  of  the 
Gorham  Rotary  Club  and  a  deacon  of  the  Gorham  Congregational 
Church.  He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Legion,  having  served 
two  years  as  a  corporal  in  the  U.S.  Army  Air  Force  in  World  War  II. 
He  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

Mr.  Keir  was  a  public-spirited  citizen  of  high  character  and 
enthusiastic  energy — the  type  of  man  a  community  can  ill  afford  to 
lose.  We  join  his  fine  family  and  countless  friends  in  mourning  his 
passing  and  paying  deserved  tribute  to  his  memory.  He  will  long 
be  remembered  in  Gorham.

In  view  of  the  present  unemployment  situation  and  business  con- 
ditions locally  and  throughout  the  general  area  and  nation,  your 
Budget  Committee  has  recommended  expenditures  resulting  from  an 
effort  to  maintain  current  tax  rates. 

We  have  probably  not  been  successful,  depending  upon  the  valua- 
tion of  taxable  property  at  the  time  that  the  tax  rate  is  determined. 

The  majority  of  the  Budget  Committee  feel  that  we  have  ap- 
proved only  essential  or  highly  desirable  increases  and  purchases.  We 
feel  that  we  have  rejected  or  reduced  only  items  that  are  undesirable, 
unnecessary  or  that  may  be  deferred  until  the  economic  situation  is 
more  favorable  without  affecting  the  welfare  and  well  being  of  the 
residents  of  Gorham. 

The  total  town  and  school  budgets  recommended,  if  approved  by 
the  voters,  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  as  compared  with  1960.  The  total  expenditures  re- 
commended represent  a  decrease  of  $24,461.29  as  compared  with  the 
1960  recommendations.  Decreases  in  the  amounts  to  be  taken  from 
cash  on  hand  ($11,050),  raised  by  short  term  notes  and  temporary 
loans  ($31,200)  and  estimated  revenues  ($1,000 — Town  $500,  Schools, 
$500)  amount  to  $43,250.00.  The  net  difference  will  result  in  an  in- 
crease of  $18,788.71  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  but  no  increase  in  the 
town's  indebtedness. 

We  feel  that  we  were  justified  in  withholding  our  approval  on 
$73,310  requested  for  special  or  capital  outlays  as  follows: 

1.  A  petition  was  received  from  the  Gorham  School  Board  re- 
questing $6,600  to  purchase  a  new  60  passenger  school  bus. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

2.  A  petition  was  received  from  the  Gorham  School  Board  for 
$1,000  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  replacement  of  roof  on 
old  sections  of  High  School. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

3.  A  petition  was  received  from  the  Gorham  School  Board  for 
approval  to  use  funds  in  the  building  fund  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  so-called  Lafferty  house  torn  down  and  the  area  graded  for  park- 
ing purposes. 

In  view  of  the  condition  of  the  property  and  the  desirability  for 
a  better  access  to  the  rear  of  the  school  (for  safety  reasons),  as  well 
as  the  need  for  more  parking  facilities  off  Main  Street,  we  recommend 
that  approval  be  granted. 
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4.  A  petition  was  received  from  the  Gorham  Library  Study  Com- 
mittee requesting  $35,000.00  for  the  erection  of  a  new  library  in  the 
town. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

We  suggest  that  greatly  improved  library  facilities  can  be  arranged 
in  the  town  hall  with  a  minimum  of  expenditure  from  operating  bud- 
gets already  recommended. 

5.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
sion for  $14,000.00  to  purchase  a  new  Hough  Backhoe  and  Loader. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

6.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Recreation  Commission  for 
$500.00  to  rip-rap  400  linear  feet  of  inlet  channel  at  the  Libby  Me- 
morial Swimming  Pool. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

7.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Recreation  Commission  for 
$2,500.00  to  construct  an  overflow  weir  structure  at  the  Libby  Me- 
morial Swimming  Pool  to  improve  water  circulation  and  reduce  the 
threat  of  pollution. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

We  suggest  that  frequent  water  samples  be  taken  and  analyzed 
to  determine  if  a  future  capital  outlay  of  this  magnitude  is  essential 
and  the  results  presented  to  a  future  committee  for  consideration  and 
recommendation . 

8.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Selectmen  for  $13,710.00  to 
purchase  a  new  Garbage  truck. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

We  feel  that  the  expenditure  of  Capital  Outlay  in  the  amount  of 
$7,950.00  as  indicated  below  should  be  presented  for  your  considera- 
tion: 

1.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
sion for  $1,500.00  to  replace  the  Broadway  Water  Line  in  order  to 
provide  an  adequate  flow  of  water  to  all  homes  on  the  street. 

We  recommend  that  $1,500.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

2.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Recreation  Commission  for 
$350.00  to  make  bath  house  improvements,  including  the  re-capping  of 
the  cement  floor  and  replacing  the  drain  to  improve  sanitation. 

We  recommend  that  $350.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

3.  A  request  was  received  from  the  Selectmen  for  $6,100.00  to 
purchase  a  new  Sidewalk  Tractor. 

In  view  of  the  age  and  obsolescence  of  one  of  the  existing  trac- 
tors, we  recommend  that  $6,100.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose.

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Report  of  Recreation  Commission 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gorham: 

The  Recreation  Commission,  a  five  man  board  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  is  in  its  eleventh  year  of  operation.  The  Gorham  Recrea- 
tion Department  is  now  in  its  fourth  year-round  recreation  program. 
The  1960  attendance  record  shows  that  many  people  have  found  at- 
tractive activities  in  the  program  of  the  Department.
